13 French 
Quarry Men 
Are Trapped

CHAMPAGNOLE, F r a n c e 


(AP)—Hope began to fade to- 
day for 14 men entombed 
for 


tilmost 24 hours in a limestone 
mine in the Jura Mountains of 
eastern France. 


A drill pipe sunk through 128 


feel of mud 
and 
rock broke 


through into an intact part 
of 


the mine. Rescuers lowered a 
highly sensitive listening device 
clown the 6-inch tube but heard 
only the sound of dripping wa 
tcr and falling stones. 


Officials said the absence of 


human sounds was "very dis- 
turbing." They 
said the men 


would have come to the point 
where the pipe pierced the mine 
loof if they were alive and well. 


One official said it was possi- 


ble that the area of the mine 
under the drill pipe was cut oft 
from where the men were shel- 
tered. But in that case the res- 
cuers face new and formidable 
difficulties when they 
break 


through into the mine. 


The drillers 
had w o r k e d 


through the night at one spot 
without making a breakthrough. 
Then they moved the rig sever- 
al yards up the hill and started 
again. 


The men had been entombed 


within the 30 - mile labyrinth 
more than 12 hours when sensi- 
tive special equipment, flown in 
by helicopter, c a u g h t what 
seemed to be faint tapping. 


The 
rescue 
squads 
were 


trying to sink a ventilation shaft 
Jibout 6 inches wide and 65 to 
100 feet deep. This would assure 
a supply of air to the trapped 
men and would enable surface 
workers to get messages and 
iood to them. 


Scores of tearful relatives and 


friends stood 
by as the work 


went on through the night under 
floodlights. 


The mine burrows deep within 


the 2,575-foot mound known as 
Mt. ilivel, a source of limestone 
lor more than a century. 


The only entrance to the mine 


was blocked for more than 1,600 
feet by the cave-in.
